The report, issucd 
jointly by the Defence Depart- 
nent and the Atomic Energy 
Commission, said: “Most atomic 
weapons will contain conven- 
tional high explosives in vary- 
ing amounts vp. many 
hundreds of pounds, 


“These high explosives com- 
prise. the major hazard as- 
sociated with accidents involving 
atomic weapons.” 


But, it said, plutonium might 
become dispersed as small 
Particles os the result of impact 
or detonation of the high 
explosives, or as fumes if ate
